The P. K. R. mechanical engineers 
have experimented with the apparatus two years and, in the 
last six months, have developed it to a point where the manage­ 
ment feels it should be put to general use.

RIGHT AMOUNT OF WORK. 


Moat forms of greed defeat their own purpose. For example 
consider that particular form of greed which seine employer* dis­ 
close when they insist upon long onerous hours of labor. 
This type of individual is sometimes referred to as a slave­ 
driver. Nothing makes him happier than to find some pretext to 
make his employes work over-time. 
But like all other forms of greed and avarice this idea de­ 
feats its purpose. There is the law of diminishing returns. Pro­ 
duction per hour falls off when the number of hours is increased. 
A bookkeeper on a fourteen hour basis can accomplish little more 
than one on a ten hour basis. When the human machine begins 
to tir^, as it does during long hours of labor, its activity is les­ 
sened and its proauction curtailed. 
In some factories where the experiment has been tried, it 
has been found that men on an eight hour basis can produce as 
much as men on a twelve hour basis. Men who work only a rea­ 
sonable number of hours, have time for recreation. And recrea­ 
tion literally re-creates their energies, restores their health ami 
intensifies their keenness and vigor and enthusiasm. Then, too, 
their morale is better, their spirit happier and all these elements 
affect the volume and quality of work performed. 
The average man likes to work, provided he is not over­ 
worked. He will do his best provided he is properly and justly 
treated. 
See that your workers are assigned to tasks which they are 
fitted for and which they enjoy. People tire easily at work they 
do not like. They labor cheerfully at employment they are na­ 
turally fitted for and which they like. 
Shakespeare wrote: 
“To business that we love, we rise be­ 
time, and go to’t with delight.”
